DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the decision of the Board of Appeals dated 
02/25/10. Claims 1-6 and 12-20 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -6 and 1 2-20 allowed for the reasons stated herein below. 

3. The prior art of record (Barry, U.S. Pat. No. 5,51 7,641 ) and (Sockut, (U.S. Pat. 
No. 5,721,915) teaches organizing tablespaces. 

Even though, the prior art of record teaches organizing tablespaces, the prior art 
fails to teach applying updates to a backup copy from a log associated with a database 
table and restoring the database table associated with the tablespace from the updated 
backup copy without recovering the tablespace discussed on page 4 of the decision by 
the Board of Appeals dated 25 February 201 0. For these reasons claims 1,5,6,1, and 
17 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, and claims 2-4, 13-16, and 
18-20 are allowed by dependency.
